HOME RULE IN KASHMIR 

Sir Hari Singh, Hindu Maharajah of 
Kashmir, is having troubles of his own, 
which are not without interest also to th 
newspaper world, for reasons other than 
their probable or possible immediate re- 
sults. 

There is a political controversy of 
usual Indian type in progress in the Kash- 
mir district, the point at issue being whe- 
ther Sir Hari is to continue to be the Ma- 
harajah, or is to be pushed off the throne

perhaps unfortunately, placed this Do- 
minion on a sphere where there are many 
other countries, it was within the power 
of Canadians to achieve prosperity for 
themselves more or less in disregard of 
the fortunes of their fellow men elsewhere. 

The Premier started out courageously, 
and certainiy with no want of energy, to 
prove that the thing could be done. But it 
has not been done. Unemployment has 
grown more prevalent, not less. Commo- 
dity prices have gone down, not up. A pol- 
icy of rigid exclusion of foreign products 
has failed either to make jobs for the idle 
or to raise prices for the producer. 

It is true, our foreign trade now shows 
a balance in our favor. But that has 
been brought about because the money 
value of our imports beat the value of 
our exports in a helter-skelter race down- 
ward. And the country is now at a point 
where the much-condemned “dole” is be- 
ing substituted for relief work, because it 
takes less money to feed a man than to 
hire him. 

Probably much the same thing would 
have happened whatever Government was 
in power at Ottawa; though some credit 
must be given to Mr. Bennett's tariff for 
having done what it was framed to do— 
shut out imports—and for having corres- 
pondingly killed exports. But it as least 
is a hopeful sign that, if the Premier has 
not cured the depression, or stopped it 
getting worse, he has found out that it is 
world wide and that there really is a limit 
to what ten million people can do to off- 
set its effects even upon themselves.
